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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The listing of application numbers of other inventions in the specification is not a 
proper information disclosure statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, 
publications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP 
§ 609 A(1) states, "the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be 
submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by 
the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been considered. The examiner 
received and considered the patents listed on the IDS submitted 10/9/01, but did not 
consider the applications listed in the Specifications, since they are not on the IDS and 
copies were not submitted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claims must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patents cited as well as the 
patents submitted in applicant's IDS. 
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Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat 
information given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such 
as, "The disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The 
disclosure describes," etc.

Such detail instead be in the "Detailed Description of 
the Invention". 

• The applicant titles the figures as Figures A, B, C, D, and E, but then 
refers to Figures. 4 and 5 on page 27. The figures should be titled as 
numbers instead of letters, and the Drawings and Specification should be 
amended to be consistent as such. 

• Applicant failed to discuss the figures and structures in the figures in the 
"Detailed Description of the Invention". This section must reference all of 
the figures and the reference numerals in the figures. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the disclosed invention is 
inoperative and therefore lacks utility. It is unclear if applicant's claims are directed to 
an apparatus or a method, and exactly what the structure claimed is, or what the 
method of operation is. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. Claims i-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Holland et al (US 5,721,685) in view of Malone (US 5,549,412). 

Regarding claims 1-14, Holland discloses utilizing a vehicle to employ GPS 
receivers and a digital video camera to collect data on a road surface for input into a 
computer. The collected data is converts the data into a GIS and LIS (Col 2, lines 36-67 
and Col 3, lines 1-43). Holland fails to disclose robotic repair modules. Malone '412 
teaches the use of a paver (40) having a GPS receiver connected to a processor (55) 
with an input (57) for receiving profile information, and the operation of the screed is 
thereby controlled (Col 6, lines 46-64). It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the invention of 
Holland to include robotic repair modules as taught by Malone '412, since Malone states 
in column 5, lines 1-7 that automatic feedback can ensure that the asphalt laid will be 
sufficiently smooth.
